W alter Hodges, W ith 
Many 
Aliases, 
Held for Texas Officials. 
Brazos county officers have been ad­ 
vised of the arrest of W alter Hodges, 
colored, alias W alter Shepard, alias, 
(’. J. Aronez, alias L. W. Roager, by 
the sheriff at Lawrence, Kansas 
by 
whom he will be held until service can 
be perfected for his return to Bryan, 
where he will be tried for crim inal as­ 
sault committed Jan. 9, 1908. 
Hodges has led the officers a pretty 
chase since tie* commission of the 
and bas cost th*-m and Mr. C. 
G. Parsons a lot of money and much 
time in an effort to locate and bring 
bim to trial. 


Hodges is a very light mulatto, about 
25 years old, with light brown hair, 
perfectly straight, blue-grey eyes and 
as may be seen by the picture here­ 
with, could readily pass himself off for 
a white man in a community where he 
was unknown 
Hodges has been traced from Bryan 
to El Paso, to Mexico, thence to Sw eet­ 
water, thence to Kansas. 
Co-operating with the Brazos coun­ 
ty officers and a detective agency Mr. 
Parsons, by whom the fugitive 
was 
employed during his residence in Bry­ 
an has had pictures of the runaway 
printed on post-cards and sent broad­ 
cast throughout the country, and oth 
erwise aided in every possible man­ 
ner the officers who have had the mat­ 
ter in hand. 
There seem s to be no doubt as to 
the identity of the party under arrest, 
and it is hoped to return him to Texas 
for trial at an early date. 
A liberal reward was offered for the 
arrest of Hodges. 


H E L D W IT H O U T BAIL. 


Felix Brown, Charged w ith M urder Re­ 
manded to the Custody of the 
Sheriff. 
Felix Brown, charged with the mur­ 
der of Harry W illiams during

ust 28, was remanded to jail yesterday 
afternoon without the benefit of bail, 
to await the findings of the Brazos 
county grand jury. 
Two full days were consumed in the 
examining trial which was conducted 
by County Attorney Bethea before Ju s­ 
tice L. D. McGee, and sixteen w itness­ 
es were examined. 
Mr. Bethea was no doubt the busi­ 
est man in Bryan during the trial, 
which ended after the exam ination of 
eixten witnesses at 5:30 o'clock yes­ 
terday afternoon. 
Besides interrogat­ 
ing all the witnesses he made a type­ 
written copy of their testimony, which 
totals 24 pages of legal cap, averaging 
thirty-four lines to the page and four­ 
teen words to the line, or 11,424 words 
pounded out during the investigation. 
Sheriff Nail, Deputy Conlee and Con­ 
stable Baker have 
each 
contributed 
skillful work in apprehending and se­ 
curing proof that justified the court 
in remanding for trial the principal in 
what is perhaps the most atrociou s 
murder recorded in the criminal calen­ 
dar of Brazos county.

Mr. W ellborn W ould Interest Teachers 
In the Subject. 
Prof W . C. Welborn, vice-director 
and agriculturist of Texas Experiment 
Station, College Station, has issued a 
circular letter to the various county 
superintendents of education 
of 
the 
State, of which the following is a copy: 
To the county superintendents of ed­ 
ucation. 
Dear S ir: 
I ani sending you 
a short, simple little bulletin telling 
about a winter growing clover, a good 
pasture and land enriching crop suited 
to every kind of soil in the State of 
Texas, and a plant go easy to grow 
that it often spreads like a weed on 
the commons and by the road-side. 
As your schools are to take up the 
new 
study of agriculture, the first 
term I hope, I want to suggest that 
this Bur Clover be sown in boxes of 
earth, in small plots of ground, or 
otherwise, to be used In winter and 
early spring as an object lesson in 
studying one of the most interesting 
and valuable facts connected with the 
science of agriculture, that of nitro­ 
gen assimilation from the air by the 
agency of bacteria living and growing 
ip little nodules, or warts, on the roots 
of certain plants. 
If the superintendents think proper, 
I would like to add to this little bulle­ 
tin some specific instructions about 
planting and growing this clover, and 
handling it so as to make it a beauti­ 
ful object lesson about this beneficient 
provision of nature for enriching the 
land from the air. 
If I may be favored 
with an early reply approving this sug­ 
gestion, kindly let mo know the num­ 
ber of these bulletins I may send you 
to distribute to your teachers, and may 
be, to your trustees.
